An early morning fire that swept through a 
northside Dixon home today claimed the life 
of Mrs. Barbara Andrews. 
Dixon Firemen, called at 5:30 a.m. by a 
neighbor, found Mrs. Andrews sitting in a liv­ 
ing room chair. 
The home, at 323 N. Dixon Ave., was ex­ 
tensively damaged in the fire. The cause of 
the blaze remains under investigation. 
Lee County Coroner Robert Preston took 
charge of the body. An autopsy perfomed this 
morning at KSB Hospital determined the 
cause of death as asphyxiation due to smoke 
inhalation. 
Fire Chief Edward Pierce said damage 
was so extensive in a first-floor bedroom, that 
the cause of the blaze may not be determined. 
The state fire marshal is being called in to as­ 
sist in the investigation. Foul play has not 
been ruled out in the fire. 
Mrs, Andrews, in her forties, was found by 
firemen sitting in a chair which had toppled 
over against a living room window. Although 
fire damage in the living room was not exten­ 
sive, the heat from the flames was intense 
throughout the house, firemen said. She was 
alone in the house when the fire erupted, fire­ 
men said.

callfHi firemen after he saw flames shooting 
from the window frames of the home. 
The blaze, which broke out in the bedroom, 
spread to an adjoining kitchen and living 
room. Smoke and water damaged all parts of 
the two-story brick home. Damage is expect­ 
ed to go into the thousands of dollars. 
Pierce said the fire could have been 
touched off by a number of electrical appli­ 
ances. Remains of tlie bedroom were sifted 
through by firemen onc^ the blaze was extin­ 
guished Firemen found the diarred remains 
of an electric blanket and several electric 
clocks in the room. Pierce, speculating, said a 
short in one of the wires could have touched 
off the blaze 


Firemen remained on the scene for more 
than three hours. 
Funeral arrangements for Mrs. Andrews 
were incomplete at Jones Funeral Home. 


Her death is the first fire fatality of the 
new year and marks the second major house 
fire within a month. A house fire at 317 S. 
Grant Ave. Dec. 16 injured four members of 
the RobtTt Farley family. Greg Farley, 15, 
remains in Shrine Burn Center, Cincinnati, 
Ohio, where he was transferred for treatm ent

limits of 55 miles per hour. 
Nixon also signed another 
major bill setting up machinery 
for reorganizing seven bank­ 
rupt 
Northeastern 
railroads 
with federal loan guarantees of 
$1.5 billion and subsidies of 
more than $500 million 
Under the sptHHl limit law, 
states will lose all federal high­ 
way funds unless tney adopt 55- 
mile limits within 60 days. 
Nixon said in a statement: 
“ 1 have been gratified and 
encouraged by the number of 


states which have already vol­ 
untarily reduced their speed 
limits in accordance with my 
request ... estimates indicate 
that we can save nearly 200,000 
barrels of fuel a day by observ­ 
ing a national limit of 55 miles 
{XT hour." 
In another statement, Nixon 
said he considered some of the 
rail subsidies to be higher than 
they should be. However, he 
termed the reorganization law 
“an important turning point in 
the history of America’s rail­ 
road industry" and commended 
Congress “for passing such re­ 
sponsible legislation." 
The railroad bill sets up a 
rx*w United States Railway As­ 


sociation, a nonprofit govern­ 
ment corporation, to borrow the 
$1 5 billion to set up a new rail 
network under a privately oper­ 
ated Consolidated Rail Cbrp. 
The bankrupt railroads are 
the Penn Central, O ntral of 
New Jersey, Lehigh Valley, 
Reading, 
Erie Lackawanna, 
Boston and Maine, and Ann Ar­ 
bor. 
On Monday and Tuesday, 
Nixon placed a series of phone 
calls to Republicans Sens. Hugh 
Scott of Pennsylvania, Robert 
P. Griffin of Michigan, Barry 
Goldwater of Arizona, William 
E. Brock III of Tennessee and 
John G. Tower of Texas.

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Kohoutek 's messa ge?

The ordinary reward for getting 
up at 5:.30 on a winter morning is a 
sense of self-sacrifice. 
These day s, however, if y ou look 
east out the second floor windows of 
y our house, the reward is tangible 
and immense. You get to see the 
comet Kohoutek now running at a 
down-tilt in the pre-dawn sky . 
That white blur has a strange 
majesty to it~may be it’s the majes­ 
ty of the celestial survivor. 
Kohoutek began its journey 
toward our reward and its rendez­ 
vous with the sun several million 
y ears ago. Scientists think it may be 
composed of the primordial matter 
of which the universe was first 
formed. That, in itself, is exciting to 
think about. 
But Kohoutek does something 
else for us. 
It resurrects, in the lay man, a 
sense of awe which time, knowledge, 
the presumption of knowledge and 
the tendency of man-made miracles 
to go bad has stifled in many of us. 
In the late 17th century a disciple 
of Sir Isaac Newton—a man named 
Hailey —charted the courses of com­ 
ets and began our scientific under­ 
standing of them. But, before Hailey 
we had other uses for comets. Men 
looked into the dawn or dusk-grey ed 
skies, saw the fiery nimbus with its 
streaming tail and concluded that 
comets were one of several things— 


flung morsels of God’s wrath, omens 
of great events or warnings of catas­ 
trophe. 
William of Normandy told his 
troops that Hailey ’s comet, appear­ 
ing in 1066, foretold disaster—not for 
him but for the defending British ar­ 
mies which also saw it. A late 15th- 
century Pope excomunicated a com­ 
et because it had foretold the fall of 
Constantinople. 


If y ou believe in omens, y ou ob­ 
viously believe in cosmic forces 
which send omens—y ou are reduced 
and made solemn by the evidence 
that there is something in the uni­ 
verse of greater and more tran­ 
scendent importance than y our self 
and the dreary , known world. That is 
a good thing to believe. 


One is pleased—obviously —by all 
the interesting things that science 
will learn from Kohoutek. But some­ 
times, watching at dawn, one feels 
that faint, almost instinctive stirring 
of awe and wishes it were stronger. 
One wishes to believe that that beau­ 
tiful thing off to the east did foretell 
something. Our own sense of self- 
importance would be less. And 
Heaven knows we could use some 
e.xpectation in lives inured to it by 
knowing too much.

Another factor about natural 
Christmas trees is they are biograd- 
able. 
You, along with y our fellow citi­ 
zens of the United States will dispose 
of $210 million of trees which graced 
homes, churches, streets and other 
community gathering places. 
The average price of a natural 
tree this y ear was $1 to $1.50 per foot, 
according to Dr. Richard Marks, 
USDA Extension Service forester. 
The 35 million Christmas trees 
used for our 1973 holiday season in­ 
volves the employ ment of more than 
100,000 of full- or part-time workers 
and covers about 450,000 acres. 
These trees are grown in almost 
every state in the Union but the big 
production areas are the Lake 
States, the Northeast and the North­ 
west. 
Trees harvested for Christmas 
are from 6 to 12 y ears old.

A lot of politicians and political 
thinkers don’t want to see a repeat in 
1976 of the confused, strung-out set­ 
up of 23 primaries which presidenti­ 
al candidates had to confront in 1972. 
It was no surprise, then, when a 
cluster of more than 50 U.S., state 
and local political office-holders, 
scholars and other specialists, gath­ 
ered at Columbia U niversity ’s 
American Assembly in a mountain- 
top mansion, voted strongly for a se­ 
ries of regional primaries to be held 
on staggered dates in future presi­ 
dential y ears. 
The idea is not new. Oregon’s 
Sen. Robert Pack wood has such a 
proposal. Generally , it is seen as an 
attractive variant on the concept of 
a fully national primary , to be held 
on a single day . Sens. Mike Mans­ 
field and George Aiken have tossed 
that one into the hopper. 
But sentiment runs against the 
national primary , and it found no 
measurable support at Columbia’s 
Arden House. The objections are 
many , including the notions that it 
would in effect give us two national 
elections, would be costly , and be­ 
cause of its geographical spread 
could only be dealt with practically 
by the candidates through the sec-

ond-hand medium of television. 
The knowledgeable political fig­ 
ures at the American Assembly 
didn’t put any meat on the bones of 
their regional idea so their action 
was no endorsement of the Pack- 
wood plan except in broad principle. 
As a matter of fact, though the 
regional sy stem was reasonably 
well talked out in the Assembly ’s 
panel sessions over two full day s, the 
group’s final report in its original 
draft made no mention of regional 
primaries even as it did openly veto 
the national plan. 


All that the original draft recom­ 
mended was that the major parties 
find a way to “reduce the number 
and variety of state presidential pri­ 
maries, or at least discourage their 
spread.’’ 
An amendment approved on the 
floor in the final plenary session got 
the regional proposal into the docu­ 
ment. 
Judging from the panel talk and 
the limited final floor debate, there 
seemed to be a feeling that presiden­ 
tial candidates could reasonably be 
expected to campaign in effective 
on-scene confrontation under the re­ 
gional plan, so long as the actual 
voting dates for the various clus­ 


tered primaries were staggered and 
they gained some interim time'for 
re-thinking and recuperation. 
Most vocal advocates of the sy s­ 
tem at Arden House suggested that 
may be five regional primary group­ 
ings would do it. For instance, there 
might be one for the Pacific states, 
another fur the Mountain and Plains 
states, one for the South, and so on. 
Some participants thought that, In a 
given region, all states ought not to 
be included each time, but that a 
round-robin effect could be intro­ 
duced—with those states left out of 
the primary picture in one presiden­ 
tial y ear picked up in the next one in 
place of others. 


Not only at the Assembly , of 
course, but widely among the par­ 
ties the 1972 pattern of primaries is 
considered an abomination. The 
scheduling of voting day s, from ear­ 
ly March to late June, was ex haust­ 
ing. So was the helter-skelter geo­ 
graphic lay out, which compelled 
candidates to hop about the land in 
nonsensical, costly , cross-hauling 
foray s. 
Nobody can say today whether 
reform is going to get any where. But 
the Assembly action shows the mood 
for it is growing.

The environm ent of today’s young chil­ 
dren is m ore sim ilar to that of their parents’ childhood than at any 
tim e in this century .” 
T ranslation: You can trust ’em , even if they’re over 30. 
4. The gay eighties: “ Homosexual behavior seem s the likeliest 
candidate to replace drug use as a nontraditional m eans to defy the 
society, to terrify one’s parents, and to be ‘taken seriously’ by one’s 
elders.” 
T ranslation: (Jolly, Bruce, do your Mom and Dad hold hands in 
public, too^ 
5. Move over teeny hoppers: “ The dom inance of the 25-44 age 
group in the eighties suggests a society characterized by good 
physical health, higli labor force participation rates, low unem ­ 
ploym ent, stabilizing fam ily com m itm ents. . . 
“ The socially disturbing form of drug abuse in the eighties 
seem s likely to be the resort to chemical control of ‘ups and dow ns’ 
by a pushing-forty generation that cam e of age in a youth-culturc 
clim ate.

“T ranslation: The nightm are couple of the eighties might be a 
pill-popping dad meet ing t he boy friend of his gay son 
In short, w e’ll have alxiut as much grief in the eighties as wt' 
did in the seventies, with a little more tim e to rem em ber the good 
old days when heterosex w asn’t square and father still thought he 
knew ^ s t .

Train mishaps 
strand travelers

According to sheriff’s depu­ 
ties Blevins was traveling west 
on Palmyra, west of 111.

(AP) About 225 homes here and 
1,300 more to the south in Ches­ 
ter had to weather sub-zero 
temperatures early this morn­ 
ing without heat. 
Just before midnight a 22- 
inch natural gas pipeline oper­ 
ated by the Mississippi River 
Transmission Co. of St. Louis 
ruptured with a deafening roar 
and shot a tower of flames 150 
feet skyward. 
No was was hurt. 
Two houses acorss the gravel 
road which runs beside the 
pipe-line were threatened, but 
only one family decided to 
evacuate. 
Illinois Power Co., which re­ 
lays the gas from the trans­ 
mission line to several towns 
that dot the Southern Illinois 
countryside, was forced to shut 
off gas above and below the 
break, ending service for Ches­ 
ter and Prairie Du Rocher. 


Prairie Du Rocher Police 
Chief Robert Doiron was awak­ 
ened by the blast. “ You could 
feel it pretty well,” he said. “ It 
shook my house enough that 
you’d notice it. There was a 
tremendous light, expecially 
with the snow on the ground.” 
He said the break was about 
one mile south of town. 
Thirty miles away the Sparta 
Fire Department saw the flame 
and raced to the scene without 
waiting to be summoned. But 
there was little they could do. 
A tall, intensely hot pillar of 
blue and yellow, the flame ex­ 
tinguished itself at about 4 a .m. 
when all the gas in the line was 
consumed. 
Spokesmen for the gas com­ 
panies said they are not sure 
what caused the break. The site 
of the explosion was at a mete­ 
ring station, a small metal shed 
where gas flow and pressure 
are measured. 


At about o a.m. Eleanor 
Brunhofer, Chester city clerk, 
began getting calls frcm mu­ 
nicipal gas customers. The tem­ 
pera ture outside was minus 3 


Without heat herself, all Mrs. 
Brunhofer could do was direct 
the callers to one of three evac- 
ution centers which have oil 
heat. 


Patients of three Chester 
nursing homes were moved to a 
local hospital, another facility 
with an oil furnance. 


Residents 
of 
both 
towns 
seemed to be taking the situ­ 
ation in good humor. Many 
moved in with friends or rela­ 
tives and some took motel 
rooms. 
Few showed up at the evac­ 
uation centers. 
By dawn at least 30 gas com­ 
pany linemen were working to 
restore service. Each meter on 


each house must be turned off 
before gas can be put into a 
line bypassing the break and 
then each will have to be 
turned back on. They hoped to 
have the bypass installed by 
noon. And, while making no 
promises, they hoped to have 
service restored by dark. 


About the only other problem 
anticipated was bursting of wa- 
terpipes in homes where taps 
were left closed 
No major 
breaks had been reported seven 
hours after the gas was shut 
off. 


Asked to sum up the situ­ 
ation, 
Mrs. 
Brunhofer 
said 
only, “ it’s cold." And Chief 
Doiron reported: “ There has 
been a run on electric heaters."

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Woody Hayes is happy 


MADISON, Wis.— The Dixon 
Dukes varsity w restlers fin­ 
ished last in a field of 14 en­ 
trants in the prestigious Tri- 
State High School Tournament, 
here, last week Dixon collected 
a total of 21 points in the meet. 
Wisconsin’s Greenfield High 
School won the team champion­ 
ship with 89 points, while Wis­ 
consin Rapids was next with 77. 
The scheduled l6-team meet 
was sliced to 14 when Waterloo 
West and Cedar Rapids High 
School from Iowa were unable 
to attend due to the energy cri­ 
sis. 
Jim Marsh had the best indi­ 
vidual showing of any Duke 
with a second-place finish at 185 
pounds, being defeated 4-2 in 
the championship match by the 
fourth-place finisher in Wiscon­ 
sin last year. Marsh had earlier 
won a 4-2 decision in the semifi­ 
nal match with a predicament 
in the final :15. 
Jim Owen added points to the 
Dixon total with a fifth at 138 
while Mike Allen was sixth at 
155. "It was the poorest I had 
ever seen us w restle,” varsity 
head coach Ron Semetis com­ 
mented. “It was a big tourna­ 
ment and it just seemed to 
scare the kids. But I think it 
might help us because it will 
better prepare us for other 
tournaments coming up. 
“The Wisconsin schools have 
really improved in their wres­ 
tling ability,” Semetis contin­ 
ued, “and it was like a little 
state tournam ent. They used to 
invite team s considering loca­ 
tion but the Illinois and Iowa 
schools had been winning every 
year, so this time they invited 
the team s with the most return­ 
ing points in the state meet last 
year 
“ Monroe (fourth place with 
64 '2 points* won the meet in 
1973 while Ellsworth (third with 
7 0*2 ) had two place winners 
back And that’s the way most 
of the schools w ere.” 


PASADENA, CAlif. (AP) — 
W'oody Hayes, bitter and ex­ 
plosive in defeat last year, was 
a picture of joy this time. 
“ I love you all,” he told 
sports w riters following his 
Ohio State squad’s 42-21 thump­ 
ing of Southern California in 
the 1974 Rose Bowl Tuesday. 
“ Listen, you’ve treated me a 
lot better the last two weeks. 
I’ve treated you better, too. It’s 
been a two-way street,” said 
Hayes, often terse with writers 
in the past. 
A year ago in the Rose Bowl, 
the crusty Ohio State mentor 
had a pregam e run-in with a 
photographer 
and 
slammed 
over a microphone when asked 
about the incident after a 42-17 
defeat by the Trojans. 
This time, though, Hayes was 
cooperative. He even broke a 
long-standing rule of his by 
bringing five of his players to a 
postgame interview. “ I’m in 
such good humor today,” he ex­ 
plained. 
Hayes’ diplomacy might be 
tied to the final Associated 
Press poll of w riters and broad­ 
casters. The AP will declare its 
1973 national college football 
champion Thursday and Hayes 
thinks it should be the 10-0-1 
Buckeyes. 
“ We were first eight straight 
weeks and you sports writers 
can’t be that far wrong. And 
we tied the team that was No. 4 
all year (Michigan) on their

field,” he said. 
Hayes, who has been Ohio 
State’s coach for 23 seasons, 
said it was his greatest coach - 


ing victory. “The way we were 
beaten so badly last* year and 
the way these players came 
back.” 
The triumph snapped the Big 
Ten’s four-game losing streak 
to the Pacific 8 and ended a 
two-game 
winless 
spell 
for 
Hayes in the Rose Bowl. He is 
now 4-2 in the postseason clas­ 
sic. 
The Buckeyes won unchar­ 
acteristically—with the pass. 
Cornelius Greene hit six of 
eight passes for 129 yards, 
more than half his entire regu­ 
lar season total. 
“ We felt we could pass on 
them ,” 
said 
Hayes. 
“We 
worked, worked, worked on our 
passing for the last 15 days.” 
Ironically, it was a tip from 
Coach 
Ara 
Paraseghian 
of 
Notre Dame, Ohio State’s chief 
rival for the national title, that 
helped whip the Trojans. 
“Ara said if we wanted to 
beat them, we had to control 
the ball,” said Hayes. “We 
didn’t do the best job of that 
(USC ran 82 plays to 67 for 
Ohio State).” 
Hayes, 
60, 
gave 
no 
in­ 
dications he was ready to re­ 
tire. 
“Oh, I wouldn’t be surprised 
we cam e out here next year,” 
he said. “After the greatest vic­ 
tory we’ve ever had, it’s not 
time to quit. This is the best 
w e’ve ever played in the Rose 
Bowl.”

Orange Bowl 
to Penn State

MIAMI (A P)— It was supposed to be another Heisman Trophy 
showcase. The only problem was, John Cappelletti didn’t go very 
far—and neither did Joe Paterno’s flimsy dream s of a national 
championship. 
Cappelletti, Penn State’s buHdozer of a halfback who shoul­ 
dered his way for 1,522 yards in 11 gam es and ran away with the 
award as collegiate football’s prem iere player of the season, did 
score a touchdown Tuesday night—the one which, as it turned out, 
proved to be the m argin of victory in the Nittany Lions’ 16-9 Orange 
Bowl victory over Louisiana State. 


But with the exception of that soaring one-yard drive, it was a 
night of frustration for the 6-foot-l, 210-pound senior. LSU’s hungry 
Tigers were looking for him—and all night long, they found him. 
Cappelletti carried the ball 26 times for just 50 yards. 


“ LSU was determ ined to m ake us throw,” said Patem o, who no 
doubt had been hoping for a roll-up-the-score victory which might 
have strengthened his argum ent that his sixth-ranked Lions de­ 
served healthy consideration—along with Notre Dame, Oklahoma, 
Ohio State and the rest of the leaders—as a contender for the honor 
of being No. 1 on The Associated P ress’ final poll. 


Despite the narrow victory, Patem o said he was still convinced 
Penn State belonged at the top of the heap. “This is the best team 
I’ve ever coached,” he said of the squad that finished at 12-0, the 
best in the school’s history, “and someone will have to beat us head- 
on to prove they’re better.” 
Aind the coach had some balloting of his own to prove that nobo­ 
dy’s better. “ I held the ‘Patem o Poll’ in the locker room after the 
gam e,” he kidded, “and the players voted unanimously for Penn 
S tateasN o. 1.” 


“We knew within our hearts 
that they could./t stop us up 
front. That 42-17 defeat last 
year was burning inside of us. 
We knew we weren’t that bad” 
Hicks said. 
The Buckeyes atoned for the 
1973 Rose Bowl defeat to these 
sam e Trojans and broke a four- 
game Big Ten losing streak be­ 
fore 105,267 fans in the 60th 
Rose Bowl. 
Wayne Duke, Big Ten com­ 
missioner, hugged Archie Grif­ 
fin, OSU’s sophomore tailback 
who ran for 149 yards, setting a 
Big Ten season mark of 1,577. 
“ I think there was a question 
about keeping the Big Ten in 
the Rose Bowl,” said Griffin, 
“but I think this game proves 
we can handle the Pac-8 .” 
The victory by the fourth- 
ranked Buckeyes, 10-0-1, over 
the seventh-rated Trojans, 9-2-1, 
sustained the Big Ten’s “vote 
of confidence” given after the 
Buckeyes and Michigan tied 10- 
10 to share the league title. 
Hayes, 60-year-old coach of 
the Buckeyes for 23 seasons, 
said 
it 
was 
his 
sw*eetest 
triumph ever and the best 
game ever played by an Ohio 
State team . 
“ I told my players I’d be 
sm art to retire after this be­ 
cause I’d never have another 
gam e that good, but I enjoy the 
gam e too m uch.” 
Will Hayes be back for anoth­ 
er Rose Bowl next year?

Southern Cal’s John McKay, 
now 4-3 as a Rose Bowl coach, 
said, “Ohio State is the best 
team we’ve played ...” 
“ And they can pass,” said 
McKay, after Greene, a soph­ 
omore more noted for his run­ 
ning, hit six of eight throws for 
129 yards. 
The Trojans lost to Notre 
Dame, 23-14, and were tied by 
Oklahoma, 7-7. Stiil, a chorus of
